This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed on 

1 February, 2007, to revive the above-identified application. 

The petition is DISMISSED . 

Any request for reconsideration of this decision must be 
submitted within TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail date of this 
decision. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1.136(a) are 
permitted. The reconsideration request should include a cover 
letter entitled "Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 1.137(b)." This is 
not a final agency decision. 

This application became abandoned on. 16 February, 2006 for 
failure to timely file a response to the non-final Office action 
mailed on 15 November, 2005, which set a three (3) month 
shortened period for reply. No extensions of the time for reply 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1.136(a) were obtained. Notice of 
Abandonment was mailed on 24 August," 2006. 

Effective December 1, 1997, the provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b) now 
provide that where the delay in reply was unintentional, a 
petition may be filed to revive an abandoned application or a 
lapsed patent pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b). A grantable petition, 
filed under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(b) must be accompanied 
by:
